In addition to my desire to pursue a fuller measure of retirement and its possibilities, I 
believe that this would provide an opportunity for a positive step forward in the life of this con- 
gregation. It has been great to see the wonderful growth in this church under the inspired and 
energetic leadership of Pastor Dan. However, by this April I will be 68 V2 years old, and I think it 
would be good for Faith Community to consider new secondary pastoral support more suitable for 
the increasing energies that this wonderfully growing church requires. 

Therefore, I am hereby officially submitting my resignation as a member of the pastoral staff, to 
be effective no later than April 13, 2009 (the day after Easter). If you feel that it would be better 
for this change to occur sooner, I am certainly open to that, but, considering the busy season of 
Lent that is coming, I am prepared to continue in my current position until mid-April.

More than words can say, I feel deeply blessed to have had the opportunity to be part of the vi- 
brant ministry of this church for nearly six years. I have thoroughly enjoyed my relationship with 
Pastor Dan and all of the other staff members. This congregation as a whole has so many wonder- 
ful members whom I have come to love. It is my hope to be able to continue seeing all of you 
regularly as an active and serving member of this church.

Trying to be "Green"

Some have asked what is FCLC doing to reduce waste and be as "green" as possible. Bob Thoman, Director of Prop- 
erty has detailed what we are doing about our part in this very important effort. Some of the steps that FCLC has 
done are: 

1. Recycling of paper and mixed items. We currently have two containers. A third is to be delivered shortly. 
Monthly pick-up, checking on more frequent service. 

2. Most thermostats in the building are programmable so heating/ cooling is planned for the times areas are 
in use. 

3. Our sump pumps in the building pump excess water into a storage tank. We use this ground water to irri- 
gate the grass, shrubs and trees adjacent to the building. 

4. Energy efficient light bulbs have been installed in all fixtures that can accept them. This reduces energy 
use and also has resulted in a rebate from the Platte River Power Authority. 

We will continue to pursue cost effective measures to reduce energy consumption, reduce waste, reduce environ- 
mental impact and other efforts that will take care of our most important resources, that being our environment.

February Focus - O.U.R. Center 

Each month the Outreach Committee designates a "focus" where one of our ministry partners is lifted up. The fo- 
cus for February is the O.U.R. Center . Since 1986, the Outreach United Resource Center has been helping people in 
our local community with short term hardships by providing food, clothing, and personal care items. This organiza- 
tion also provides help with rent, utility bills, child care, and medical expenses on a temporary basis with the goal 
to help people move from a financial crisis to self-sufficiency.
